to resist encroachments from abroad even 
though their preparation be coupled with 
prayers that no such encroachments en- 
sue. 
Nations, policies, leaders all change 


in respect to their attitudes or purposes. 
Unless our defenses are put in shape be- 
fore hostilities arise there will never be 
time to erect them. 


The first requisite to preparation is to 


obtain for the public service the able men, 
men gifted \\ith talent and ingenuity. 
They certainly are not in the public ser- 
vice today. Our system m America has 
been to chase the talented men down the 
streets and call them enemies of the na- 
tion until danger looms upon the hori- 
zon and then we call them to Washington 
and put them' to work. 
But Stettinius 


and Knudson are not enough. The men 
of talent can make no appreciable head- 
way when they have to carry the dead 
•weight of the old men of the sea who 
have wormed themselves into the public 
service by the tens of thousands. 


Our first attention should be to the 


navy including its airplane arm. Not 
only should airports be built underground 
but airplane factories should be construct- 
ed where bombs from the skies can never 
reach them. 


We need mechanized divisions in our 


army and we need our youth trained for 
a year or so in army discipline and man- 
euvers. 


All this may look rather simple to the 


reader but in order to accomplish it in 
anything like effective manner we need to 
eradicate practices and attitudes that have 
brought democracy to its knees in the rest 
of the world. 


One trouble with America is that it 


has too much gold, too much wealth or 
too few people who understand how to 
handle it for the public benefit. We must 
rid ourselves of the lunatic system where- 
by the government practically offers a re- 
ward to business men to trim the public 
and shake the people down for every dol- 
lar they can get so long as there is a 
whack-up with the government in order 
that the administration in power may 
maintain relief camps, migratory camps, 
praetorian armies and all the rest of the 
clutter that is choking democracy 
to 


death. 
We need honest laws and honest 


taxes instead of crooked laws and the 
crooked taxes we have today. 


We must turn our heads away from 


our idolatry of gold and our worship of 
the dollar. 
We need limitations upon 


wealth but not the gangster limitations 
in existence today that are a racket by the 
administration to maintain itself in power. 


We need to again become a simple 


people, a humble people, a working peo- 
ple instead of what \\c are rapidly tarn- 
ing into, a la^y people, a shiftless peo- 
ple, a Godless people. ;• chiseling people.

cau.su they do not look deeply enough into 
a pioblem is .incalculable. 


'It would be tiresome to our readers 


to go back 20 or 30 centuries to observe 
the ebb and flow of marching hosts upon 
1he continent of Europe. Nor is it neces- 
sary since an honest picture of the past 
may be obtained by turning the pages 
back but little over a century. 


Jn 1810 the French were tramping all 


over Germany. Their armies crushed the 
German armies and scattered them to the 
•winds. They laid imposts upon the Ger- 
man people, took their gold, some of their 
lands, and prescribed rules and orders for 
them irrespective of their wishes. 


The Germans fumed and stewed and 


got together. Revenge was in their minds, 
sweet but bloody revenge. 
By 1870 the 


lime was ripe to strike. 
And the Ger- 


man armies swept the French armies aside 
as autumn winds play upon the fallen 
leaves. Then Germany took French gold 
End French land?. 


Now the French fumed and stewed. 


Revenge became the watchword of the na- 
tion. 
Statues were built to commemor- 


ate the lost provinces and 
ceremonies 


were conducted to keep the French blood 
boiling. 


By 1914 conditions were ripe for an- 


other explosion. This time a titanic strug- 
gle ensued. 
Finally the German armies 


retreated and Germany conceded defeat. 
And so France took German gold, and 
because the destruction of the struggle 
had been so heavy took also German rail- 
way equipment, cows, horses, machinery, 
anything it could get. And it took back 
lost provinces, and, in 
vindictivcness 


gave some provinces to others. 


This made the Germans fume and stew. 


Revenge again became the aim of the 
German nation. And the reader is fam- 
iliar with subsequent events. 


The thing we deduce from this un- 


deniable history with the equally undeni- 
able fact that each side is so close to 50 
per cent to blame that only a microscope 
can tell the difference, is that the people 
who voluntarily and from a distance par- 
ticipat^ in this struggle have temporarily 
abandoned their senses and checked their 
reasoning powers.

Washington—On June 25, Clarence E. Gauss 


sails for Australia. This is more than a routine 
foreign service shift. It means Ihe United States 
is sending its first minister to Australia in diplo- 
matic history, at a time when relations between 
the two countries take on a new significance.

tween London and Canberra, the United States 
will be drawn closer to Australia in the com- 
mon cause of defending the Pacific. 


Gauss is the man who sat on the hot spot in

subsequent conflict^ Australia's great fear is 
Japan, and he knows the country intimately. 


Gauss is a diplomat who never wore spats, 


nor flaunted a college diploma. Ho quit school 
at 16 to become a court reporter, took testimony 
at congressional hearings. After he joined the 
slate department he studied nights to make up 
for lost schooling. 
U. S. PACIFISTS 


Once when in Washington on leave, Gauss 


was in the office of the secretary of state when 
a late newspaper came to Mr. Hull's desk, bear- 
ing the banner headline: "U. S. DEFIES JA- 
PAN." 


This was at the height of .the Chinese-Japan- 


ese war, through the maze of which the United 
States was steering a difficult course. So when 
Mr. Hull saw the headline, he blew up. 


He exclaimed that the administration had 


been tryinn to soft-pedal that kind of news for 
two years', a:; a concession to thc strong pacifist 
elements in the country. If the state department 
should give them the slightest excuse by show- 
ing its intention to play a strong hand in the 
Orient, he pointed out, they would holler about 
the administration diasgmg them into war. 


Behind the scenes, however, he said that the 


administration had been working to prepare 
public opinion for the time when it could bring 
its two-fisted diplomacy out in the open. When 
that time came, it wanted its policy backed by 
public opinion, and also by a strong navy in 
the Paciiic. 


With the departure ol Clarence Gauss as fust 


U. S. Minister to Australia, Mr. TTrll's advisers 
believe that time has now come.

Prussia. It is the part of Germany 
which contains Berlin. Long ago, 
Prur-sia set out to conquer other 
places, and in that way to build an 
empire.

Going back 1,500 years, we find 


German 
tribes 
swarming 
into 


southern Europe. They conquered 
Italy, France, Spain, Portugal and 
other lands. At that timei they were 
called "barbarians," by people of 
the old Roman empire. 


"When the Germans went south- 


ward, they left parts of their old 
homeland with few, if any, resi-

dents. One such part was south of 
the Baltic sea, and that is where 
Prussia was later to grow up. 


Tribes of "Slavs'" moved into the 


empty lands. These people were of 
the same race as the Poles and Rus- 
sians.

Europe, but not all of them stayed 
there. Many went back to where 
they had lived before. 


Those who returned to Prussia 


found the Slavs there, and made 
war against them. 
The Germans 


drove most of the Slavs away. 


For a Jong time, the lands south 


of the 
Baltic sea 
were ruled by 


nobles. Some of these nobles were 
Germans, others were Poles. 


In 1701 a nobleman, started what 


he called "the kingdom of Prussia." 
His name was Frederick, and he 
became the first king. 


Frederick's son was named "Fred- 


erick William." After his father 
had ruled 12 years, he came to the 
throne. 


Frederick William may be given 


most of the credit — or blame — for 
starting Prussia along the road, to 
skill in war. 


His father left him an army of 


27,000 men, and he soon took steps 
to build it up. Before he died, his 
army contained 50.000 soldiers. 


An army 
of 50,000 
would not 


seem very big in these days, but 
two centuries ago it meant a good 
deal. 


Some nations in Europe had larg- 


er armies than that, but Frederick 
William's soldiers were of special 
importance because they were so 
well drilled. 


Prussian "drill masters" got re- 


sults. They barked at their troops, 
and the troops obeyed.
